nancial system of the United States. 
Among other things the Houston 
Post in speaking of G overnor H arding 
gays: 
“ No effort w as made by the 
federal reserve banks to force liqui­ 
dation on the cattlem en and general 
farm ers of A m erica in 1920,” declar­ 
ed W P G. H arding, governor of the 
federal reserve board, in an address 
before 1000 business men, farm ers 
and stockm en a t the city auditorium 
T hursday afternoon. 
“The federal reserve banks extend­ 
ed credits in 1920 am ounting to $1,- 
981.000,000 to farm ers and cattlem en 
which w as nearly three tim es as great 
as the loans of $721,000,000 made in 
1919. 
Since Novem ber, 
last 
year 
there has been considerable liquida­ 
tion. 
But liquidation has been g reat 
est in the industrial sections of the 
country. 
It has been g reatest in New 
York. 
A gricultural districts have not 
liquidated to the extent of the other 
sections of the country. 
“ Farm ing is very vital to the life 
of this country, 
lf anything happens 
to cu rtail the purchasing pow er of the 
farm er, all of the other industries feel 
th e effects. 
And so it would only be 
good business on the p art of the gov­ 
ernm ent to help the farm er. The fed 
era I reserve hanks came to the aid. 
How to m arket this crop to the 
best advantage is one of the largest 
problem s th a t the farm er of today 
has to solve. 
I have no doubt th at 
some satisfactory system of m arket 
ing will eventually beworked out but 
hero I would make the suggestion that 
the farm er should m ark et the bulk of 
one season’s crop before try in g to put 
another crop on the m arket. 
Orderly 
m arketing is w hat I mean. 
Do not 
m arket your products in such lnrgt 
quantities th a t 
the 
volume offered 
breaks prices, m eaning low prices to 
farm er, high prices to the consum er 
anti profit only to the speculator. Ant* 
if the farm ers will adopt an orderly 
m arketing m ethod, I do not think that 
there is a hank in the country that 
will not give reasonable extension of 
tim e on loans in order to help the or 
derlv m arketing program .
